The Pageant—The Bible Among the Nations 


Peay preface to the more formal 
opening of the National Centennial 
Celebration of the American Bible Society 
was the Pageant—‘‘ The Bible Among the Na- 
tions.’’ This consisted of fourteen Tableaux 
presented in Convention Hall, the largest 
building of its kind in Washington. For a 
month or more these Tableaux have been in 
preparation under the guidance of Mrs. Marie 
Moore Forrest, well known in Washington 
and elsewhere as a skillful “‘Producer,’’ and 
under the general direction of a large repre- 
sentative committee of Washington people, 
Mrs. Woodrow Wilson being the Honorary 
Chairman. In these representations was set 
forth to the eye, by a large body of carefully 
chosen persons, a scenic history of the trans- 
lation, publication, and circulation of the 
Scriptures. Such a theme could only be 
treated by selection. Certain critical mo- 
ments, epochs, and commanding personages in 
the History of the Bible as a book powerfully 
influencing the lives of men and nations in_all 
ages and many lands were selected. These 
were assigned, under Mrs. Forrest’s direc- 
tion, to the various churches and Sunday 
schools of Washington. No one will ever 
know how much care and pains were taken by 
the participants in this Pageant. To gather 
so large a body of them together, and train 
them each in their several parts, required 
from them all enthusiasm, skill and devotion 
to a high ideal. There were innumerable dif- 
ficulties to overcome, but these were sur- 
mounted and the result appeared in a thrice- 
repeated exhibition of the Tableaux— on 
Saturday morning, afternoon and evening. 
Each of these performances was successful 
and each accumulated power, until in the even- 
ing the appreciation of an audience of several 
thousand persons, filling the building, reached 
a high pitch of enthusiasm. 

The universal verdict was that the Bible 
had been put into quite a new setting in the 
Capitol of the nation. Aspects of history and 
of the Bible Society itself, which have been 
considered dry and technical—part of the 
dead bones of literature—have taken on the 
fresh colors of life and the charm of romance. 

The very first tableaux, the Translation of 
the Bible by Jewish Rabbis from Hebrew 


into Greek (in Egypt, 250 B. C.), does not 
seem a likely subject for a public pageant; 
yet, it was made so quaintly charming, as the 
course of events was unrolled, that it seemed 
as though the very genius of history itself 
had given a happy inspiration for picturing 
in the vivid colors of life scenes and per- 
sonages long since vanished. Egypt, King 
Ptolemy Philadelphus, the Jewish scholars 
lived again with the sacred rolls in their 
hands. 
Bible Sunday 


Sunday morning the pulpits of Washington 
generally were responsive to the great theme 
of the Bible, and, along with that, the service 
and function of the Society in administering 
its great trust with relation to the Bible in 
behalf of all the churches. The leading pul- 
pits of the city, as a rule, were occupied, 
where their own pastors did not prefer to 
speak for themselves, with special speakers 
from the Society—its Secretaries, Agents and 
representatives and large congregations heard 
with manifest sympathy and interest the story 
of the Society’s century in all its many won- 
derful phases. The Rev. Arthur Taylor, Sec- 
retary of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety, occupied the pulpit of the Cathedral of 
SS. Peter and Paul, and again preached in the 
Church of the Epiphany in the evening. Mr. 
Taylor is a clergyman of the Church of Eng- 
land, a graduate of Corpus Christi College, 
Oxford, and his method of presenting his 
theme was simple but bore the marks of high 
culture and was deeply impressive. 


OUTDOOR MEETING AT THE CAPITOL 


Under sunny skies, before a great host, 
on a spot sacred in the life of our great 
Republic, the Vice-President of the United 
States formally opened the National Centen- 
nial Celebration of the American Bible So- 
ciety. Nomore fitting setting, no more fitting 
stage, could be desired. 

The historical east front of the great Capi- 
tol: a vast concourse filling in a compact mass 
the wide central steps and porch, and win- 
dows of the great building, overflowing onto 
the spacious plaza, mounting the steps of the 
more modern Senate and House wings, and 
reaching further than could any voice, a 
mighty company,—such was the setting! 
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Here, where once every four years the 
people’s choice is ushered into the exalted 
position and exacting duties of the Presidency, 
here where he seals his oath of office on a 
book—what more fitting stage to do honor to 
that book, the Book of Books, as the great 
possession and priceless influence of the na- 
tion. 

For a preliminary half-hour, national airs 
by a massed band, and great hymns under the 
baton of Percy S. Foster, a master of cho- 
ruses, had sounded forth in joyous, mighty 
volume from the thousands present. 

Into the details of the hour which followed 
we may not go far. The place and the pro- 
gramme emphasized the national thought. 


Vice-President Marshall 

Vice-President Marshall, presiding, spoke 
first. With a dignity in harmony with the 
high position he holds, and with the poise 
and point of view of a thoughtful statesman, 
he gave tribute to what the Bible had been 
and should be in the life of the nation. In- 
dicative of his attitude and allegiance, some 
quotations may be given: 

“It has been my great honor to preside 
over the deliberations of the United States 
Senate, now, for more than three years. * * * 
I regard presiding over this Centennial Cele- 
bration of the American Bible Society a far 
greater honor, * * * because of a profound 
conviction upon my part that the Celebration 
this day held is to signalize legislation which 
in the dawnings of history wrought order out 
of chaos, brought prosperity out of adversity, 
and peace out of tumult and disorder. 

“That the Bible ought to be printed in every 
tongue, treasured by every human being, and 
exalted in every home, goes without the say- 
ing, and no sting of any creed is in the state- 
ment. 

“But more particularly ought this book, in 
this land, to be exalted high. IfI were to have 
my way I would take the torch out of the 
hand of the Statue of Liberty, and, in its 
stead, place an open Bible. For this is the 
land that teaches brotherhood, and brother- 
hood implies a common Father, and this Book 
of Books has but two statutes which it seeks 
to engrave upon the hearts of men—‘ Thou 
shalt love the Lord thy God with all thy heart 
and with all thy soul and with all thy mind,’ 
es shalt-love thy neighbor as thy- 
self, 

“If the Republic is to endure, and please 
God it is, it will endure not because of the 
wise and self-sacrificing endeavors of its legis- 
lative, judicial and executive officers, but be- 
cause the Book of Books has made every son 
and daughter of it to believe in its divine des- 
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tiny as the first and greatest Apostle of God- 
given Democracy.” 


The Hon. Champ Clark 


The Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives also spoke in harmony‘ with his position 
as presiding officer of the popular branch of 
Congress. With the friendliness and free- 
dom of one who mingles with the many, 
with the gifts and the grip of one who sways 
audiences, the Hon. Champ Clark, from his 
long experience, related many striking in- 
stances of the value and influence of a 
knowledge of the Bible. But few of many 
memorable words can be repeated here. He 
said in part: 

‘Some people claim that Abraham Lincoln 
was an infidel. The truth is, the infidels claim 
every great man they can think of! They said 
Thomas Jefferson was one, and yet when he 
came to build the University of Virginia he 
carved over its doorway— THE GOSPEL 
SHALL MAKE You FREE.’ And they say that 
Benjamin Franklin was one—and yet when 
the Constitutional Convention, the greatest 
set of men that ever met together under one 
roof, had run three or four days without a 
Chaplain, old Benjamin Franklin arose, and 
said it was not meet and proper to conduct 
such a solemn proceeding as that without 
prayer, and they reached out and got the 
preachers of Philadelphia and made them pray 
seriatim, day after day, until they became able 
to pay a Chaplain! I believe that one quota- 
tion from the Bible gave Abraham Lincoln 
his nomination for President. I know this 
sounds like a large statement, but I believe 
it. It was in one of the preliminary speeches 
of the great Douglas and Lincoln debates. 
Right at the beginning of his speech, Lincoln 
said—‘A house divided against itself cannot 
stand.’ That is aBible verse. Then he add- 
ed—‘The nation cannot exist half slave, half 
free,’ and we know what followed. : 

“CK EK of all the compliments that have 
been paid to me during the twenty-two years 
I have been in the House, some newspaper 
fellow paid me the best when he said once 
that I quoted the Bible more frequently and 
quoted it more accurately than any man that 
had been here in half a century. I do not 
know whether that is so or not, but anyhow I 
like it. 

“This American Bible Society has done a 
great work and a great good by circulating 
the Bible so as to be in the reach of all.”’ 

The positions they hold added weight to the 
personal testimony of the President of the 
Senate and the Speaker of the House. They 
represented, in a way, the historical and na- 
tional connection of the Bible with our Re-

Senator Wesley L. Jones 


The Hon. Wesley L. Jones, Senator of 
the United States from the State of Washing- 
ton, stalwart of body, in crisp, strong sen- 
tences, and with a ringing voice that reached 
far and farthest over the still unwearied thou- 
sands listening, added a fitting close to the 
outdoor Celebration. Coming from the newer 
and western section of our continental country, 
he linked the allegiance of the Pacific slope to 
the Book with which the nation’s founders 
had first landed onits eastern shores. In him, 
also, was represented that very section of our 
country which in no small way was won for it 
through Marcus Whitman and those other 
missionaries who had gone into it eighty 
years ago, in response to the cry of the Indian 
chiefs, coming from that then unknown region 
to the outposts of the white man, seeking for 
the white man’s ““Book of Heaven.” It is 
difficult to select from his brief, quotable ad- 
dress, but here are a few sentences: 

““T esteem it a very great honor to have the 
privilege of participating in these exercises 
on the One Hundredth Anniversary of the 
organization of the American Bible Society. 

* * Most of our pioneer settlements in this 
country were the result of Bible impulse. 
Unknown seas were crossed and inhospitable 
forests subdued by hearts and hands nerved 
by the precepts of this wonderful book. 

“No greater agency for good has ever 
come to humanity than the agency through 
which this greatest of all books is distributed. 
This book appeals alike to the old and the 
young, the rich and the poor, the learned and 
the ignorant, the high and the low.”’’ 

A fresh glow warmed the hearts of those 
who had listened to these tributes, and a 
mighty volume of praise swelled out from 
the voices of the multitude in the closing 
hymn. 


CONTINENTAL MEMORIAL HALL OF THE 
DAUGHTERS OF THE AMERICAN REV- 
OLUTION 


The outdoor Celebration for the many was 
fittingly staged and effectively completed. So, 
too, was the more formal and necessarily se- 
lect indoor gathering which followed an hour 
later. The beautiful Continental Memorial 
Hall of the Daughters of the American Revo- 
lution—the scene of many memorable gather- 
ings—had been occupied by a stream of eager 
ticket holders, for the accommodations were 
limited, when the chief guest, the President 
of the United States entered. He was accom- 
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panied to the platform by Mrs. Wilson, and 
supported there by Vice-President Marshall, 
by Judges, Members of Congress, Officers of 
the American Bible Society, and other im- 
portant persons. 

The opening prayer was thade by the Rev. 
Dr. Samuel H. Greene, pastor of the Calvary 
Baptist Church of Washington. A hymn for 
Bible Societies (‘‘ Verbum Dez’’) the words and 
music by Dr. John Fox, one of the Secretaries 
of the Society, was sung. 

The Scriptures were read by the Rev. George 
A. Miller, of the Washington City Bible So- 
ciety, and prayer was offered by the Rev. 
Arthur Taylor, M.A., Delegate of the British 
and Foreign Bible Society. Delegates and 
representatives, from every section and from 
many states of our continental country, re- 
sponded to the roll call; as did also the Home 
Agency Secretaries and some of the Foreign 
Agents of the Bible Society. The President of 
the American Bible Society, Mr. James Wood, 
gave a résumé of the purpose and work of the 
Society, especially emphasizing its national 
service and influence. Passing for a moment 
beyond the purely national, in speaking of the 
publication of the Scriptures by the Bible so- 
cieties of the world, he emphasized the tre- 
mendous output of Scriptures ina way that 
will not soon be forgotten. He said: “I think 
that it will be comforting to you to remember, 
as you listen to your clocks ticking, that at 
every tick of the clock a volume of the Scrip- 
tures goes forth to accomplish God’s purpose 
for it in the world!”’ 

President Wilson’s brief address was a true 
gem. In appropriateness, spirit, diction and 
thought it was worthy of the speaker, the oc- 
casion, and the subject. 


President Wilson’s Address 


‘Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen: I 
am unaffectedly abashed when I think of the 
great theme which offers itself for discussion 
this afternoon, and of my inadequacy to dis- 
cuss it. But I have felt that the representa- 
tive of a nation which has been peculiarly 
blessed by the widespread illumination of the 
Word of God was under special obligation to 
be present on an occasion like this and to 
take part in the Celebration in which we are 
participating. And there is a very great thrill 
of pleasure that must come to every thought- 
ful man who takes part in the celebration of 
any work which, like this, is a record of per- 
sistent and unselfish endeavor. That is what 
te it dignity, nobility, and assurance of 
ife. 

“Ttisa very interesting circumstance—per- 
haps I might add a disappointing circum- 
stance—that the world should have so lately 
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‘awakened to its obligation and opportunity in 
respect to the spread of the Scripture. We 
-are celebrating the One Hundredth Anniver- 
‘sary of the American Bible Society, and there 
‘are other Bible societies older than it. But 
one hundred years is a very small part of the 
history of Christianity; and this great Bible 
is the main vehicle of Christianity. Wide- 
spread, systematic missionary endeavor is 
also modern and recent as gauged by the 
measures of history: and it is with a sort of 
feeling that we stand at the youth, at the be- 
ginning of the hope of what may be accom- 
plished by these means, that we think of this 
great work and of its rapid progress and 
spread. 

“Those who weave together the thought 
and the ideals and the conceptions of man- 
kind also weave together its action. They 
control the motive forces of humanity, if they 
can control these things. One of the things 
—almost the only thing—that separates races 
and nations of men from one another is differ- 
ence of thought, difference of point of view, 
prompted by differences of tradition, differ- 
ences of experience, differences in instruction. 
If all the world had a common literature, if 
all the world had drunk at the same sources 
of inspiration and suggestion, many lines of 
division would never have been created, and 
many would now disappear. And those who 
spread the Scripture are engaged, as it were, 
in drawing the world together under the spell 
of one body of literature, which belongs to no 
one race, to no one civilization, to no one 
time in the history of the world, but whose 
appeal is universal—which searches and illu- 
minates all hearts alike. In proportion as 
men yield themselves to the kindly light of 
the gospel, they are bound together in the 
bonds of mutual understanding and assured 
peace. Surely, therefore, one can easily kin- 
dle one’s enthusiasm at the flame that burns 
upon the altar of a society like this. We are 
trying, in the spread of the gospel, to make 
all the nations of the world of one mind, of 
one enlightenment, of one motive, driven 
through every effort of their lives by one de- 
votion and one allegiance. Could you con- 
ceive a greater enterprise than that? 

“The work of the Bible Societies of the 
world is the one great non-denominational 
missionary enterprise. I suppose that you can 
discover the lines that run between denom1- 
nations in the Bible, although I must say I 

have never been able to discover them. 
They have been drawn out by differences of 
temperament and. point of view which I take 
leave to say are external to the Bible itself. 
(Applause.) And this process of division 
and diversity ought surely to be offset and 
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reversed by the process which sends abroad 
through the earth this opportunity to drink 
directly at the sources of divine inspiration, 
without overmuch intervention and interpre- 
tation; to drink directly from the Word of 
God itself the suggestion which it inevitably 
bears to the human spirit, no matter where 
you touch it. 

“So that to my mind the colporteurs, 
the agents of the Bible Society, tramping 
through countrysides or traveling by every 
sort of conveyance, in every sort of land, 
carrying with them little cargoes of books 
containing the Word of God, and spread- 
ing them, seem like the shuttles in a great 
loom that is weaving the spirits of men to- 
gether. A hundred years cannot accom- 
plish that miracle, a hundred years cannot 
realize that vision. But if the weaving goes 
on, if the light continues to be spread, if men 
do not lose heart in this great ideal enter- 
prise, it will some day be accomplished, and 
a light will shine upon the earth in which men 
cannot go astray.” (Prolonged applause.) 

Senator Albert Baird Cummins, of Iowa, 
was to have spoken, but had been called away. 


Bishop McDowell 


Bishop William Fraser McDowell, of Chica- 
go (of the Methodist Episcopal Church) then 
gave an eloquent and masterly address on the 
Bible, from which we can only give some 
typical extracts, as follows: 

“The good of the Bible is that it is good for 
life, that it is good to live by, that itis a lamp 
unto the feet of men, and a light unto the 
path of men, that it does inevitably guide men 
to God, and does surely guide them in the 
ways of wisdom and righteousness and truth; 
so that men and nations following its pre- 
cepts and walking in its light do not go 
astray. i 

‘‘Ttis born out of life itself. Itis not simply 
an interesting piece of literature. It is above 
all a redemptive literature, and it is the record 
of that divine movement in the world which 
had as its object the redemption of mankind 
from wrong, and the salvation of mankind 
from evil and its consequences, and the bring- 
ing of. mankind home to God. Went into 
it: the life of God; went into it: the life of 
man. is 

‘“‘ Life went into it; life comes out of it. In 
its pages God finds his way to man; in its 
pages man finds his way to God. Into its 
pages went the life of Jesus; out of its pages 
comes the story of Jesus.” 

- Led by the orchestra the audience sang 
“My Country, ’Tis of Thee.” The benediction 
was pronounced by the representative. of the 
French Bible Society, Rev. S. C. Delagneau. 
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The Centennial in New York 


City Hall 


T high noon, on May 9,1916, in the City 
Hall of New York, a unique Centennial 
meeting was held. In this very building the 
American Bible Society had been organized, 
exactly One Hundred Years earlier! The final 
meeting connected with this organization was 
held, by the courteous special action of the 
City Council and Sessions Court, in the then 
Sessions Court Room, with leading citizens, 
judges and clergy present. Now again, by 
special courtesy of 
the Mayor of New 
York and the Board 
of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment, a good- 
ly number of promi- 
nent citizens gathered 
in this same room, at 
present known as the 
Room of the Board 
of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment. 

One of New York’s 
first citizens, the Hon. 
Robert W. de Forest, 
was introduced as 
presiding officer. 
The Scripture Lesson 
was read by the Rev. 
Junius B. Remen- 
snyder, D.D., of St. 
James Lutheran 
Church, and prayer 
was offered by the 
Rev. David J. Bur- 
rell, D.D., of the Col- 
legiate Reformed 
Church. 

Gerard Beekman, 
Esq., a descendant 
of one of the old 
Dutch families, and 
Vice-President of the 
American Bible So- 
ciety, and two Judges, the Hon. John 
Cheesman Clark, LL.D., Justice of the Su- 
preme Court of the State of New York, and 
the Hon. Charles Cooper Nott, Judge of 
the Court of General Sessions, together 
with Francis Lynde Stetson, LL.D., a lead- 
er of the New York bar, delivered ad- 
dresses. In Judge Nott there was a two- 
fold link with the meeting held one hun- 
dred years ago. He was a great-grandson 
of Dr. Eliphalet Nott, who took a promi- 
ent part in the organizing Convention, and 
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a Judge of the Court of General Sessions, 
from whose records he read the action of a 
century ago, placing its Court Room at the 
disposal of the meeting in the interests of the 
American Bible Society.

Carnegie Hall 


Carnegie Hall— 
another scene of 
notable gatherings— 
furnished the stage 
of the last official 
Centennial Celebra- 
tion, in the evening 
of the same day, May 
9. Washington had 


the national Celebra- 
tion, with the highest 
national officials pres- 
ent. Inthe City Hall 
of New York the citi- 
zenry of the greatest 
city in the New World 
had paid their tribute 
to the Centennial of 
the Bible Society. 
Now, in Carnegie 
Hall, the world-wide 
service of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society re- 
ceived recognition. 

The Scripture Les- 
son was read by the 
Rev. W. B. Cooper, 
M.A., General Secre- 
tary of the Canadian 
Bible Society, and 
prayer was offered by the Rev. George Alex- 
ander, D.D., of the University Place Presby- 
terian Church. 

In the Hon. Joseph H. Choate, LL.D 
D.C.L., the meeting had an international fig- 
ure as its presiding officer. In addition to his 
attainments in law and diplomacy, the fact 
that while Ambassador of the United States 
to the Court of St. James, in 1904, he had 
been the messenger of the President of the 
United States and the accredited representa- 
tive of the American Bible Society at the 
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entennial of the great British and Foreign 
Bible Society was of especial significance. 
As such he had been the chief guest and the 
thief contributor at that Centennial, according 
co the Secretary of the British and Foreign 
Bible Society, who spoke later. Mr. Choate’s 
grief and choice address set a high plane for 
the evening. Excerpts from it and from the 
bother addresses of the evening will be found 
bon page 131. 
The international feature was further in 
tsvidence when the delegates and greetings 
were presented. Besides delegates from Great 
ritain, France and Canada, were cables from 
dands debarred by war conditions from send- 
ting personal representatives. Germany, Nor- 
way, Belgium and other lands of Europe, 
JJapan, China, and many great mission lands 
thus joined in this grateful recognition of past 
services and generous hopes for future bless- 
tings. 

The chief speaker from abroad was fit- 
‘tingly the representative of the British and 
FForeign Bible Society—its Senior Secretary, 
‘the Rev. Arthur Taylor, M.A., whose mas- 
‘terly presentation of the work and contri- 
‘butions of Bible societies was delivered with 
‘power. The wide work of the Bible Society 
in mission lands and throughout the world 
‘was most appropriately and eloquently por- 
‘trayed by the Rev. Edward C. Moore, D.D., 
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President of the American Board of Com- 
missioners for Foreign Missions—the great 
pioneer foreign missionary society of Ameri- 
ca, one which, like the American Bible So- 
ciety, was largely the offspring of the faith 
and fervor of Samuel J. Mills. 

It was the late hour of ten o’clock when 
Mr. Choate called on the last one on the pro- 
gramme, promising all a treat. And so it 
proved when the Rev. Bishop William A. 
Quayle, D.D., LL.D., of St. Paul, Minn. (of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church), began to 
lift what he called his “love note to the Bi- 
ble.’’ It was one of those indescribable ad- 
dresses that raised the enthusiasm, gripped 
the mind and touched the hearts of all, a 
tribute to the subject and a triumph to the 
theme. The entranced audience noted not 
the hour. Thrilled by the speaker, and 
pledged anew to the great cause, all were 
glad to have been there. 

The chorus of two hundred, aided by or- 
gan, piano, and a trumpet quartet, under 
the skilled leading of Mr. Tali Esen Mor- 
gan, added fitting music to this great in- 
ternational meeting, which was closed with 
the singing of ‘‘Verbum Dez.’ In this 
case a different tune was used. The bene- 
diction was given by the Rev. S. C. De- 
lagneau, representing the Bible Society of 
France. 


The General Conference and the Centennial 


HE Committee on Arrangements of the 

General Conference of the Methodist 
‘Episcopal Church were kind enough to show 
an especial consideration to the American 
Bible Society in its Centennial year and to set 
apart Monday evening, the 8th of May, the 
Anniversary of the founding of the Society, 
as the occasion for its celebration in connec- 
tion with the General Conference at Saratoga 
Springs, N. Y. 

At 8 o’clock a large company gathered in 
the great auditorium and the meeting was pre- 
sided over by Mr. J. Edgar Leaycraft, a mem- 
ber of the General Conference and also Vice- 
President of the Society. The services were 
begun with the singing of “Nearer My God 
to Thee,” after which the Rev. Bishop Luther 
B. Wilson, D.D., LL.D., of New York City, a 
member of the Committee on Anniversaries 
of the American Bible Society, read the les- 
son from the Scriptures, and the Rev. Bishop 
Merryman C. Harris, D.D., LL.D., of Japan 
and Korea, offered prayer. Bishop Harris has 
recently received the distinguished honor of 
the ‘‘Second Order of the Sacred Treasure,” 


one of the highest gifts bestowed on foreign- 
ers by the Emperor of Japan. 

Mr. Bradford Randall Kirkbride, a son of 
the Rev. Dr. S. H. Kirkbride, Agency Secre- 
tary of the Society in Chicago, delighted every- 
one with a baritone solo. He has a voice of 
rare power and compass. 

Mr. Leaycraft then introduced the Rev. Wil- 
liam I. Haven, D.D., Corresponding Secretary 
of the American Bible Society, who presented 
briefly ‘‘Messages from the Century and the 
Field.’ He outlined the significant events of 
the Centennial and then introduced the Rev. 
C. W. Drees, D.D., of the Spanish Revision 
Committee, who has just returned from Mad- 
rid where he has been two or three years in 
the service of the Society, which is now com- 
pleting (in co-operation with the British and > 
Foreign Bible Society) a Revised Spanish 
New Testament. Dr. Drees spoke on “A 
Revised New Testament for Ninety Millions 
of People.” 

The Rev. J. L. McLaughlin, in charge of 
the Philippines Agency, was presented to the 
audience and delighted them all by a brief

ten-minute description of “Successes in the 
Philippines.”’ 

After this the Rev. J. R. Hykes, D.D., for 
twenty-five years the Society’s Agent in China, 
stirred the whole audience deeply with his de- 
scription of the circulation of the Scriptures in 
China. His theme was, “Celestial Harvest 
Fields.”’ 

Special honor was shown the American 
Bible Society by its older sister, the British

and Foreign Bible Society, in sending to the 
United States one of its Secretaries, the Rev. 
Arthur Taylor, M.A., a clergyman of the 
Church of England. Mr. Taylor made a most 
significant and effective address on, ‘‘ The 
Meaning of the Work of Bible Societies as 
Related to the Great Missionary Movements 
of the Church.”’ 

The closing address was by the Rev. James 
W. Lee, D.D., of St. Louis, Mo., a distin- 
guished clergyman of the Methodist Episco- 
pal Church, South. It would be difficult in- 
deed to describe the flashes of wit and humor, 
the brilliance of argument, as well as the 
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attractiveness and uniqueness of Dr. Lee’s 
address upon ‘‘The Bible and Life.” It was 
one of the most unusual and vital addresses 
of the Centennial. Even the following quota- 
tions give but scant conception of it. 


‘““We may verify in our liyes to-day the eter- 
nal spiritual realities which the Bible makes 
known. If this were not true, the Bible would 
not last a month.”’ 


‘“What we need is the God of the Bible to 
nourish the soil of our nature, and not merely 
the literature of the Bible to furnish a process 
of gymnastics for our intellects.” 

‘“ We have consciences and we want God, not 
mere discussions about his laws. We have 
hearts and we desire the love of God, and not 
mere theories about altruism.”’ 

‘Christ is to human beings what the climate 
of Florida is to the orange and magnolia 
trees—their own native home. He lures us 
on to a goodness and harmony like his own, 
because the chords of divine music in us 
answer to his fingers.”’ 

* * * * 

“Botany, which is the literature of the plant 
world, is supported by -all the flowers that 
bloom, because it is arepresentation in thought, 
of the very life that expresses itself in the beau- 
ty of blossom. * * * So the Bible, being an 
expression in literature of the life inspired men — 
were able to lead, is supported and matched | 
by that life, and also by the experience of all 
who have conformed to conditions imposed 
by the literature for finding the life in them- 
selves.”’

The Action of the General Conference 


A committee of fifteen was appointed by 
the General Conference to consider and re-_ 
port upon the work of the American Bible | 
Society. Mr. Waldo Pettengill was chair-_ 
man and the Rev. Holmes F. Gravatt secre- 
tary. The following report was unanimously | 
adopted, May 19, 1916: 7 


The Committee on the American Bible 


Society, after reviewing the Episcopal ad-— 
dress, and the quadrennial report of that F 
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{ Society, which has been one of the official be- 
inevolences of the Church since the General 
(Conference of 1836, together with a descrip- 
{tion of the Centennial celebrations which have 
‘just been held, presents the following report: 
It is profoundly impressed with the work 
1 of the Society during the century of transla- 
‘tion, publication and distribution, in which 
it has had an opportunity of participation 
‘through fellowship with this institution, which 
tanks among the earliest and most conspicu- 
ous of American missionary organizations. 
It is difficult to estimate the significance of 
the circulation of over one hundred and sey- 
enteen millions of copies of the Scriptures in 
more than one hundred and fifty languages 
among the nations of the earth. The harvest 
from this seed-sowing everywhere results in 
souls awakened, churches organized and the 
kingdom of God promoted. All missionary 
administrators pay tribute to the effectiveness 
and necessity of this work. 

Bishop F. J. McConnell has recently said 
that if a sum of money were to be put into his 
hands for the rehabilitation of Mexico he 
would use it in Bible distribution in that dis- 
tracted country. It is an astonishing fact that 
in spite of revolutions the Society’s work has 
advanced in Mexico. 

During the century translation and revision 
have been carried on by the Society in sixty- 
four languages. 

The General Conference of 1908 requested 
the Society to undertake a revision of the 
Spanish Scriptures. During the last quadren- 
nium, it has co-operated with the British and 
Foreign Bible Society in this work. Two 
members of this Revision Committee, the 
Rev. C. W. Drees, and the Rev. V. Baez, are 
ministers of the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
It is our pleasure to announce that the Socie- 
ty reports the completion of this revised Span- 
ish New Testament as one of its forthcoming 


Centennial publications for the use of our 
Spanish-speaking missionaries in Latin Amer- 
ica and the Philippines. 

The issues for the quadrennium again show 
a remarkable advance, reaching a total of 
19,398,310 volumes—nearly double that of the 
preceding quadrennium. 

The gifts of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church during the quadrennium have amount- 
ed to $161,759, an average of about $40,000 
a year. The insufficiency of current income 
is one of the problems of the Society. It has 
only been able to carry on the remarkable 
work of the last four years because of one or 
two legacies, which, under the pressure of the 
unprecedented world-need of the Scriptures, 
have been nearly exhausted. Unless there is 
a decided increase in the current gifts from 
the Churches and living donors, the Society 
faces such serious retrenchment in its work as 
will cut deeply into its service to the mission- 
aries of our Church, both home and foreign. 
Surely this is not the time—with the world at 
war—for a famine of Scriptures. 

We, therefore, recommend that at least $100,- 
000 be annually apportioned to our Churches 
for this cause by those having charge of the 
apportioning plans under the supervision of 
the Commission on Finance; and that district 
superintendents and pastors urge every charge 
to raise this apportionment in full. 

We further recommend that the office ad- 
dress of the Society, with the names of the 
executive officers, together with this action 
of the General Conference, be published in 
the Discipline. 

We recommend that authority be given to 
the Board of Bishops to appoint an ad interim 
committee with which the Board of Managers 
may advise concerning the interests of the 
Society during the quadrennium, provided 
that the expenses for the same be paid by the 
American Bible Society. 


The Centennial at the General Assembly of the 
Presbyterian Church in the U. S. A. 


HE General Assembly of the Presbyterian 
Church in the United States of America 
recognized the Centennial of the American 
Bible Society by a special service of unusual 
dignity and interest, held on Friday, May 19th. 
The moderator of the Assembly, the Rev. 
Dr. John S. Marquis, began the service by 
asking the Rev. Dr. John Fox, of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, to lead the Assembly in 
prayer. j 
The moderator then introduced the Rev. 


Dr. Maitland Alexander, chairman of a com- 
mittee which had been appointed to act for the 
Assembly in relation to the Centennial. Dr. 
Alexander, after making a brief address, in- 
troduced as the principal speaker the Rev. 
Arthur Taylor, M.A., one of the Secretaries 
of the British and Foreign Bible Society. 
“Mr. Taylor’s address was in the happiest 
vein, bringing the greetings and good wishes 
of the great Society which he represents. He 
pictured the unity of the two Societies in the 
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fellowship of fruitful labor in securing the 
translation, publication, and distribution of 
the Scriptures. 

This was followed by an address by the 
Rey. Dr. John Fox, on behalf of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society. At the close of his ad- 
dress the Assembly joined in the singing of 
Dr. Fox’s hymn. 

The benediction was pronounced by the 
Rey. Robert Johnston, D.D., pastor of the 
First Presbyterian Church of Montreal, Cana- 
da, a member of the Assembly, and President 
of the Montreal Auxiliary of the British and 
Foreign Bible Society. 

The pleasure of the occasion was no little 
enhanced by the service of the quartette of 
lady trumpeters known as the Edna White 
Trumpet Quartette, who not only played the 
hymn tune but many attractive pieces of mu- 
sic, especially the ‘““March of the Men of 
Harlech,”’ a famous Welsh air which seemed 
especially appropriate for a Bible Society 
meeting, in view of the historic connection of 
Wales with the Bible Society, and that the 
Stated Clerk of the Assembly is the Rev. Dr. 
William H. Roberts, whose Welsh nativity 
and ancestry make him a link of connection 
between the Bible Society and the Assembly. 

The report of the Assembly’s Committee on 
the Centennial was adopted, and in addition a 
special resolution proposed by Dr. Alexander 
and adopted unanimously at the close of the 
meeting, follows: 


Report of the Assembly’s Committee on the 
Centennial 


The Committee on the Centennial of the 
American Bible Society, appointed by the 
General Assembly of 1915, respectfully re- 
ports as follows: 

The American Bible Society was organized 
May 8, 1816, in the Garden Street Dutch Re- 
formed Church, New York City. The Consti- 
tution of the Society was adopted and officers 
chosen, on May 13, 1816, in what was then the 
‘‘ New City Hall,” in the lower part of the city. 
The organization was the result of the coming 
together of local Bible societies in a number 
of the states of the Union. 

The first President was the Rev. Elias Bou- 
dinot, who was President of the United States 
Congress in 1783, and who for a considerable 
period was President of the Board of Trustees 
of this General Assembly. 

During the one hundred years of its exist- 
ence the Society has published the Bible in one 
hundred and fifty languages, and to the extent 
of one hundred and fifteen millions of copies. 
Last year it distributed six and one-half mil- 
lions of copies. In its work the Society has 
been a bond of union between all the Christian 
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denominations, has been a power to bring - 


closer together in fellowship the different na- 
tions of the world, and it has been always the 
earnest and efficient co-laborer with the For- 
eign Mission societies. 
that there is no Christian society which has 
done more than it for the spread of the gospel, 
the advance of civilization, and the promotion 
of the true social welfare of mankind in all na- 
tions and lands. ; 

At present it has more than two thousand 
workers in its Agencies in the United States 
and other lands, and covers, with its under- 
takings, five continents. Its expenditures last 
year amounted to $750,000, the total for the 
one hundred years being over $38,000,000. 

One notable feature of its work has been this 
—that it has circulated the Holy Scriptures 
without note or comment, and without distinc- 
tion as to denominational, national or race 
lines. 

The Committee recommends the adoption 
of the following resolutions: 

Resolved, 1. That the hour for the Assem- 
bly’s celebration be Saturday, May 20, from 10 
to 11 a.m., and that addresses be delivered by 
speakers appointed by the Committee. 

Resolved, 2. That the General Assembly con- 
gratulates the American Bible Society upon 
the all-important services which it has ren- 
dered to the churches of Christ in every land, 
and to the progress of missions, civilization, 
and true human welfare throughout the world. 
The Society is commended again earnestly to 
the ministers and members of this Church for 
both moral and financial support, that its influ- 
ence and service may be greatly increased 
during the coming years.

T may seem surprising to the average citizen of 
New York that this American Bible Society should

Upon 
countless battlefields the workers of this Society have 
carried the Word impartially to friends and foes. 

This work is still going on. It deserves and needs 
the support of American patriots to-day just as it re- 
ceived it one hundred years ago to-day. * * * 
May the great cause whose Centenary we celebrate 
to-day be even more illustrious and more worthy of 
celebration in 2016!

This Society, as has been well said by its President, 
was organ zed as a national Society. But it is taking 
an international attitude, it is becoming an interna- 
tional Society of world-wide character, 

* * * * 


It did not invent the idea of printing the Bible and 
placing it in the hands of everybody who wanted to 
read it in his own language. That idea was several 
centuries old. Let me read you just a word from 
Erasmus, * * * which he issued more than one 
hundred years before the Pilgrim Fathers landed up- 
on Plymouth Rock. He says: 

“‘I wish the Gospels were translated into the lan- 
guages of all people, that they might be read and 
known not only by the Scotch and the Irish and the 
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English, of course, but even by the Turks and the 
PACA CCTGs km et oe 

That was good doctrine in 1520, in the very earliest 
days of the invention of printing; and it has con- 
tinued good doctrine until this day, and has been 
carried into operation on a world-wide scale by this 
Society. 

* * * * 

And again, the work of translation was not invent- 
ed (nor indeed the plan of subsidizing its publica- 
tion) by this Society. Look back to the days of the 
English Commonwealth, in 1600 * * * I want to 
read you what the House of Commons said at that 
time. 

‘“ Whereas, the Commons of England have received 
certain intelligence by the testimonials of divers faith- 
ful and godly ministers in New England, that divers 
heathen natives of that country, through the blessing 
of God, upon the pious character and pains of some 
godly English of this nation, * * * do now call 
upon the name of the Lord, 

‘““Therefore be it resolved, that they would send 
their assistance for the solitary missionary preacher 
in New England, John Eliot, a means to assist him 
in spreading the Bible that he had translated into the 
Algonquin tongue.’’ This was done (over 250 years 
ago), and I believe that Bible still remains.

I would like to pay my tribute to a body of men 
whose praises are too little sung. When there comes 
the time when men shall be able to balance best what 
has been most worthily done, there will be none to 
whom better honor will be paid than to those quiet, 
unostentatious workers who in all parts of the world 
have been giving you such sacred labor and service 
in the translation of the Word of God into the lan- 
guages of mankind. * * * These were the men 
who were content to be voices, voices crying in the 
wilderness—‘‘ Prepare ye the way of the Lord; make 
straight in the desert a highway tor our God!” And 
the highways of this world have been brightened for 
the first time by the great missionary translators who 
have gone before commerce, before government, be- 
fore civil order and law, and given to peoples who 
before now have not known what it wasto have their 


place in the economy of nations, their opportunity in 
the dawn of a new day. Every month some new lan- 
guage bears the imprint of the gospel of Christ. Even 
in these days of stress and strife, the forward march 
of the kingdom of God has not stopped, and from 
the mission field there has come during these last 
eighteen months the unbroken sequence of new ver- 
sions speaking for the first time in another tongue 
the glory of the gospel of Jesus Christ. 
* * * * 

The Bible Society has saved the world from a great 
many competing versions. It has saved it from de- 
nominational versions. It has given to nations a 
standard text. 

* * * * 

As we look around the world to-day, at these ver- 
sions which have been distributed broadcast among 
the nations, who is there that can estimate the value 
of the work that has been done by these Bible socie- 
ties? Not only the direct work of evangelizing the 
individual, but the indirect work of lifting up the 
whole thought of a nation, purifying its language, 
giving meanings of a loftier tone and spirit to words 
that have been debased by old usage, until uncon- 
sciously a race strives to live up to the ideals of the 
great Book that has come among them. And our 
hope for the world to-day is based upon this Book, 
this Book Universal, to which at the last, consciously 
or unconsciously, everyone turns to find the basis of 
true judgment and right practice. 

* * * * 

Is there need for the continuance of our work? Do 
not forget that we live from generation to generation. 
It is not difficult for a nation or a people ora race to 
lose in two or three, or even one generation, much of, 
the spiritual and moral position which it held but a 
short time before. You have got to sow continually 
if you are to reap any successive generations. 

* * * * 

And in these present times there is abundant need 
for the Word of God. I speak as one who has just 
come across the waters. Believe me, there are thou- 
sands and tens of thousands over there who are not 
questioning the historicity of the Bible, or its literary 
beauty, or its amazing diversity of construction, or 
any of the thousand and one things with which we 
are accustomed in quieter days to beguile our leisure. 
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These men are reading in the trenches the message 
that concerns the life that is eternal, and they are 
finding there the one voice that will help and comfort 
them in this time of stress. We thank the American 
Bible Society for the brotherly spirit with which they 
have turned at once at this time to help, and through 
the peculiar position which they have held it has been 
their privilege to be able to reach many whom we 
could not reach and we thank them and we thank 
God that it has been so.

I have to speak for a few moments upon the rel 
tions of Bible societies to missionary work. * * 
It is naturally and entirely obvious that there exists 
between the Bible societies and the missionary boards 
a most intimate and necessarily practical relation. It 
was quite evident from the first that the missionary 
societies must be distributers of the product of the 
Bible society. It was quite evident that from the 
ranks of the missionaries would come most of the 
translators, that from the work of the missions would 
come ordinarily the suggestion as to what translations 
were needed. On the other hand, it was equally evi- 
dent that foreign missionary societies would see that 
the Bible was the universal foundation of their work, 
the Bible was the means of the education and the 
saving of the races. The Bible could go where mis- 
sionaries could not yet go. It could remain where 
missionaries were driven out. It would speak though 
missionaries were dead. It would educate races as it 
educated our own races after the Reformation. 

* * Ithink I may fairly say that in every na- 
tion in modern Europe, the Bible was the first book 
printed. The Bible was the first book from the Ger- 
man presses, it was the first book from the Venetian 
presses, it was the first book from the Paris presses, 
and it was the first book from the English presses. 

* * * * 

There are hundreds of languages where literally a 
missionary sat down to listen to the articulation of 
men in order that he might represent it in an alpha- 
bet—the articulation of men who had never had an al- 
phabet; to reflect upon the syntax of a language that 
never had a grammar; to gather the words into a 
dictionary for a people who never had a dictionary ; 
to make a book for a people who never had a book ; 
and to teach them to read that book after it had been 
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made. That book was the Bible. What do you think 
of that for a task?

I have heard the cry of death in the dark with no 
star to lighten the way and only the muttering thun- 
der as an accompaniment to the rustle of the sable 
wing of the Angel of Death. I have held the Book 
at the dying pillow, and the dying eyes shone out and 
saw a great light—thank God! And itis good to have 
a book like that around. You are never alone when 
you have that Book of Books with you.

I was a farmer boy, and I kept the New Testament 
in my trousers back pocket. * * * And the farmer 
lad, knowing nothing but the west and south windin 
his face, and the blowing to and fro of the tasseling 
corn, and the growing of the corn, and reading God’s 
Book out of doors—that is how I became matriculated 
to literature and history and nature and astronomy, 
and the wide world and the world to come—just be- 
cause I had the Bible. * * * If we would read 
commentaries less and trust in His Word more, and 
use our imagination, such as we have, and dream and 
live over it and pray over it and hope over it, we 
would have more sense and better theology. Now, 
that is the truth. 


Oh, no, we have to have the Bible yet. So long as 
people have to lean, so long as people have to have 
strength, so long as people have to die, we have to 
have the Bible. Oh, blessed Book! I lift my love 
note to thee. If any deny whatsoever, still thou art 
the language of God. And the wayfaring man 
though he were blind and dumb and deaf can hear 
thy voice, can see thy shining way, and have a lamp 
to light him into everlasting life | 


The Centennial at the General Assembly of the Pres- 
byterian Church in the United States 


4] Wa General Assembly of the Presbyte- 
rian Church in the United States (South- 
ern Presbyterian) meeting at Orlando, Fla., 
set apart its Sunday evening session for 
the Centennial of the Society. A large con- 
gregation, a well-arranged programme, and 
a brilliant address by the Rev. Dr. W. W. 
Moore, of Union Seminary, Richmond, aie. 
made this a notable occasion. The Assem- 
bly subsequently passed a resolution looking 
to the publication of Dr. Moore’s address, 
which was of an unusually high character. In 
accordance with the custom of the Assembly 


a Permanent Committee presented the annual 
report, through its chairman, the Rev. M. B. 
Porter, which is as follows: 


Report of the Standing Committee on the 
Bible Cause 


The Standing Committee on the Bible Cause 
respectfully submits as its report the follow- 
ing: 

Into the hands of your committee has come 
only the report of the Permanent Committee 
on the Bible Cause, together with the Annual 
Report of the American Bible Society, and 
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other literature setting forth the work of that 
Society. In accordance with the recommen- 
dation of the last Assembly, the Permanent 
Committee prepared a programme for the 
Centennial Celebration of the Society, and on 
Sunday night, May 21st, in the presence of a 
large congregation, after a brief report by the 
Rev. M. B. Porter, chairman of the Assem- 
bly’s Permanent Committee, and Secretary of 
the South Atlantic Agency, the Rev. W. W. 
Moore, D.D., delivered a scholarly and in- 
spiring address. 

The notable event brought to the attention 
of the Assembly in the Refort and the Cele- 
bration, emphasizes afresh certain great sa- 
lient points: 

(a) That this great Society has held strictly 
to and greatly accomplished the one grand 
work for which it was instituted—the wider 
circulation of the sacred Scriptures without 
note or comment. 

(b) That it has steadily grown in the love 
and confidence of all the great religious bodies 
of this country. 

(c) That its work through the years of its 
existence has been not merely the printing 
and distributing of the Scriptures, but also the 
translation, by competent scholars, of God’s 
Word into the languages and dialects of the 
world, so as to make the Bible the ubi- 
quitous book of the world; that every man, 
everywhere, may read the words of Eternal 
Life in his own language, wherein he was 
born. 

So successful has been the Society in this 
work that it now circulates the Bible in more 
than one hundred and fifty languages ; among 
these the American Indians have the Bible 
in five of their languages, and the Philippine 
Islanders in eight of theirs. Thousands of 
Bibles are prepared also for the blind—in 
English, Arabic, Spanish, Armenian, Armeno- 
Turkish, Japanese, Korean and Siamese. 

(d) That the new century in which the So- 
ciety now enters finds the Society with the 
- largest and most admirable equipment in its 
history for the carrying forward of its grand 
mission of giving the “‘ Indispensable Book”’ 
to all mankind. 

(e) That of the nine Home Agencies estab- 
lished for the efficient distribution of the Bible, 
four are located so as to cover our Southern 
territory, as follows: 

South Atlantic Agency. Pie Rev. M. B. 
Porter, Secretary, Richmond, Va.; Territory: 
Virginia, West Virginia, North Carolina, South 
Carolina, Georgia and Florida. 

Southwestern <Agency.—The Rev. J. J. 
Morgan, Secretary, Dallas, Tex.; Terri- 
tory: Texas, Oklahoma, Louisiana and Ar- 
_ kansas. 
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Central Agency.—The Rev. George S. J. 
Browne, D.D., Secretary, Cincinnati, O.; Ter- 
ritory: Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee, Alabama 
and Mississippi, 

Special Agency tor Colored People.—I. P. 
Wragg, D.D., Secretary, Atlanta, Ga.; Terri- 
tory: Fifteen Southern states. 

These Agency Secretaries stand ready to 
give any information concerning their work 
that may be helpful or needful at any time. 
It appears that the three Agencies among the 
white people employ 102 paid colporteurs, 
that these colporteurs visited 168,916 fami- 
lies, that they distributed 293,480 volumes of 
the Scriptures, in 31 languages, in the South 
Atlantic Agency, and in 42 languages in 
the Southwestern Agency; that the special 
Agency for Colored People employed six- 
teen colporteurs, and distributed 47,033 vol- 
umes. 

This Committee finds that the churches of 
this Assembly contributed during last year to 
the work of this Society, $8,915. 


Your Committee recommend: 


Ist. That Presbyteries, pastors and churches 
be urged during this year to take note insome 
fitting way of the great service the American 
Bible Society has rendered the Church and 
the world in Bible translation and distribu- 
tion, in order that in all our people there may 
be fostered an ever-increasing interest in, and 
support of, this most vital cause. 

2d. ‘That inasmuch as the Bible is the one 
book vital to the purity of the home life, and 
essential in the prosecution of both home and 
foreign missions, Sunday-school work, and 
all other activities of the Church, the Assem- 
bly directs the Permanent Committee on the 
Bible Cause to arrange for a suitable address 
to be delivered on the first Sunday evening of 
the next sessions of the Assembly, and that 
the docket be arranged accordingly. 

3d. That the goal of our endeavor for the 
coming year as the best expression of our in- 
terest in this great work, be fixed at $12,000, 
and that all our churches be urged to make 
contributions to this most worthy cause. 

4th. That the Rev. M.B. Porter, Chairman; 
the Rev. E. B. McCluer, the Rev. W. L. Lin- 
gle, and Ruling Elders W. S. Rhoades, and 
D. K. Kellogg, be continued as the Perma- 
nent Committee on Bible Cause.

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The Pageant—The Bible Among the Nations 


T is very satisfactory to announce that this 
Pageant made so deep an impression in 
Washington that the Pastors’ Association of 
that city has proposed to repeat it under the 
general auspices of the Society, but under the 
special direction of a well-chosen committee of 
pastors—the Rev. Dr. Randolph McKim, Rector 
of the Church of the Epiphany, being the 
chairman of the committee. It is not pos- 
sible to do this through the summer, but it is 
hoped to have it in the fall or during the 
winter. 

Requests or suggestions for reproduction 
in other cities have begun to come in, one of 
them from Colorado Springs. The Society 
may undertake such reproductions, though 
this has not been finally decided. Mean- 
while, a pamphlet giving an account of it is 
being published, with such directions, accom- 
panied by pictures, as will make it easy 
to reproduce in many cities and towns. A 
briefer and simpler exhibition could be given 
in many places where an elaborate one would 
be impossible. The booklet which will be is- 
sued is framed with a view to securing this end, 
and we will furnish it free of charge to com- 
mittees or superintendents of Sunday schools, 
or other responsible persons, who will, in ac- 
cordance with the suggestions of the Society, 
undertake the giving of any or all of the 
tableaux in city or town or country. We see 
no reason why in many a village as well as 
in larger places such entertainment and in- 
struction might not be well provided to the 
great profit and satisfaction of all concerned.

Notes and Comments 


“SHE February number of the RECORD, 
page 27, contains a table sent us by the 
Berg Bible Society in Elberfeld, Germany, in 
which the twelfth item credits the British and 
Foreign Bible Society with a total distribution 
for the year 1913 of 284,610 volumes, and for 


the year 1914 of 463,214 volumes. We are 
now informed by the Secretaries of the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society that these fig- 
ures are not correct for either year. Their 
distribution by colportage and depot sales 
alone reached 793,542 volumes in 1914, and

in 1913, 574,872 volumes. To these should 
be added free grants and war distribution 
quite apart from the “other societies”’ re- 
ferred to in the table. 

It is difficult, particularly in war time, to 
get such figures accurate, and we are more 
than glad to make the correction and call 
attention to the remarkable fact that at such 
a time our brethren in Great Britain have 
maintained so large a distribution. It is all 
the more striking that their well-known prac- 
tice is to use the greatest care in the distri- 
bution of the books and to report nothing 
except actual distribution.

WE present our readers again with the 
table of receipts from the four principal 
sources for the two months of March and 
April, it having been necessary to omit the 
first of them in its ordinary place in the 
May Recorp. It will be seen at a glance 
that we have here no ground for pessimism, 
but every ground for encouragement. There 
is a manifest and marked increase in both 
periods, z.e., from January to March, and again 
January to April, in each of the four sources 
of revenue. Wecan only hope that the tide 
has turned and that our friends, encouraged 
by these returns, will not relax their efforts or 
abate their generosity.

the official circle there. Mr. Taylor is no 
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Stranger, and was easily made to feel at home. 
Coming from out the grim shadow of war, 
he was still a messenger of peace and blessing, 
not only in his public addresses, but quite as 
much in his personal companionship. 

Among other things he brought certificates 
showing that the President and both Corre- 
sponding Secretaries of the American Bible 
Society had been made Honorary Foreign 
Members of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society, a graceful Centennial courtesy which 
is highly appreciated. 

He sailed on May 20th for England, and we 
have since heard of his safe arrival. 


Dr. ERNEST BERTRAND, secretary of the 
Bible Society of France, was appointed to 
represent that Society at the Centennial. 
Both of his sons have been wounded, and this 
and other severe war conditions made his 
coming impossible. The Society was repre- 
sented in his absence by the Rev. S. C. 
Delagneau, at present a resident of Massa- 
chusetts, who brought a true French unction 
and cordiality to New York and Washington. 
We shall long remember the benediction of 
unusual beauty with which he closed the 
meeting in Carnegie Hall, New York. It 
was as follows: 

‘““May the love of the Father, who re- 
vealed himself to us by his Word; may 
the grace of the Lord Jesus Christ, the 
Word made flesh for our salvation; and 
the communion of the Holy Spirit who 
inspired the apostles and the prophets, 
be with us all, forever and ever—Amen.”’ 


Tue New Cambria Bible Society of New 
Cambria, Mo., celebrated the Centennial with 
an enthusiasm and generosity of spirit char- 
acteristic of the Welsh folk, who have from 
the beginning done so much for the Society. 
The meeting was held in the Congregational 
Church. The Rev. P. Fardon preached a pow- 
erful sermon, and a collection for the Bible 
Society was taken up, amounting to one hun- 
dred dollars. In the evening it was agreed 
that a Bible should be offered as a prize for 
the best poem on the relation of the auxiliary 
to the parent Society, which in this case was 
symbolized as that of father and son. We 
have been favored with the opportunity to see 
two poems, one in Welsh and one in English, 
The English one is full of the true Bible So- 
ciety spirit, and no doubt the Welsh one 
is also. These are accompanied by a prose 
composition giving the greetings of the 
“Son” to the “ Father.’”? Accepting the 
symbolism, the “Father’’ expresses his great 
pleasure in the devotion of the Son.” 
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Tur familiar passage, ‘Blessed are the 
dead who die in the Lord”’ is always brought 
to mind by the departure from this life of 
an aged servant of Jesus Christ. The offi- 
cers and the older members of the Ameri- 
can Bible Society have not forgotten the 
splendid work of Bible distribution which the 
Rev. I. G. Bliss, D.D., performed during 
thirty-five years of his charge of the Agency 
in the Levant. On the 7th of June Mrs. Eunice 
Bay Bliss passed away, in the ninety-third year 
of herage. Mrs. Bliss was a true helpmeet to 
her husband in Bible work—a real missionary 
herself, having mastery of the Armenian lan- 
guage, and a mother who nobly brought up a 
sturdy family. Two of her sons, the Rev. E. 
M. Bliss, D.D., of Washington, and William 
Goodell Bliss, Esq., of New York, rendered 
valuable service to the Bible Society as as- 
sistant Agents in the Levant. The passing 
of Mrs. Bliss is not an occasion for sorrow- 
ing, but for thanksgiving, because of all the 
good which left a permanent mark upon those 
associated with this aged saint. 
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AMERICAN BIBLE SOCIETY 


HE first stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible So- 

ciety in its one hundred and first year was 

held at the Bible House, Astor Place, New 

York, at 3.30 o’clock, Thursday, May 4, 1916, 
President James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. J. Preston Searle, D.D., who read a 
part of the seventh chapter of the Gospel of 
St. Matthew, after which he offered prayer. 

President Wood recognized and welcomed 
Mr. Frederick Frelinghuysen, recently elected 
a member of the Board, and now present for 
the first time. 

Secretary Haven mentioned the serious 
difficulty in obtaining Scriptures in some of 
the European languages, because of the war. 
His suggestion that a supply might be ob- 
tained by plates made from photographs of 
existing Scriptures was recommended to the 
Committee on Publication for such action as 
may seem necessary. 

On recommendation of the Committee on 
Distribution, sitting jointly with the Ways 
and Means Committee, as the Committee on 
the Budget, it was resolved to authorize the 
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continuance of expenditures in the various 
Agencies on the present basis until October 
Ist, and that the Budget Committee should 
prepare a budget to end with the fiscal year, 
December 31, 1916, so as to bring the appro- 
priation year and the budget year into corre- 
spondence. y 

On the recommendation of the Committee 
of General Reference, a ballot was taken and 
Messrs. Gerard Beekman and Churchill H. 
Cutting were elected Vice-Presidents of the 
Society. 


The draft of the report of the Managers ~ 


for presentation to the Society at the annual 
meeting having been read, it was adopted, 
with the suggestion of Mr. Mornay Williams 
that the financial necessities of the Society 
be emphasized in view of the great need and 
of the aroused interest in the work of the 
Society consequent on the Centennial cele- 
brations. 

In this connection Secretary Fox told of 
the gift of a gold thimble which had come to 
the Society from a woman in far California 
who said that she had nothing else to give 
and that, while it was a real self-denial to 
give up this thimble, she desired to give 
something at least toward the treasury of 
the Society. ‘ 

He also pointed out that letters from the 
China Agency mentioned, with the deepest 
sorrow, that numbers of orders for Scriptures 
had been received but could not be filled be- 
cause there was no money with which to 
print books. 

Secretary Haven mentioned the bereave- 
ment of President Wood through the death 
of his wife, shortly before the fiftieth anni- 
versary of their marriage. Vice-President 
Cutting, who had taken the chair on the de- 
parture (previously) of President Wood, ap- 
pointed Arlando Marine, Silas B. Brownell, 
and C. Edgar Anderson, as a committee to 
draw up a suitable minute for presentation at 
a later meeting of the Board. 

The Secretaries reported the following 
consignments to the Society’s Foreign Agen- 
cies during April, 1916: ; 

To Brazil, 5,255 volumes, valued at $371.77; 
to Central America, 10,225 volumes, valued 
at $267.04; to Mexico, 16,854 volumes, valued 
at $420.18; to West Indies, 6,295 volumes, 
valued at $551.43. Total, 38,629 volumes, 
valued at $1,610.42. 

The issues from the Bible House during 
the month of April were 214,464 volumes. 

To make the record complete, the fol- 
lowing facts, not yet published, are now pre- 
sented: 

The issues from the Bible House during 
February, 1916, were 244,720 volumes. 
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The consignments during March, 1916, to 
the Society’s Foreign Agencies were: to 
Central America, 11,056 volumes, valued at 
$486.14; to Mexico, 9,993 volumes, valued 
at $138.50; and to Siam, 56 volumes, val- 
ued at $2.32. 


ONE HUNDREDTH ANNUAL MEETING 


HE One Hundredth Annual Meeting of 

the American Bible Society was held at 

the Bible House on Thursday, May 11, 1916, 
at 3.30 o’clock, p.m., pursuant to adjournment. 

President James Wood occupied the chair, 
and Vice-President Churchill H. Cutting was 
present, together with Messrs. Wm. Phillips 
Hall, John R. Taber, Arlando Marine, Edgar 
McDonald, C. Edgar Anderson, and the Rev. 
Dr. Reese F. Alsop. 

There were also present, of the Home 
Agency Secretaries, the Rev. S. H. Kirk- 
bride, D.D., the Rev. M. B. Porter, the Rev. 
George S. J. Browne, D.D., the Rev. J. J. 
Morgan, and the Rev. A. Wesley Mell; and 
of the Foreign Agents of the Society, the 
Rev. Dr. Hykes of China, the Rev. H. C. 
Tucker of Brazil, and the Rev. J. L. Mc- 
Laughlin of the Philippines. 

Regrets for absence were received from 
Vice-President J. E. Leaycraft, Richard M. 
Hoe, and Henry A. Ingraham. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by 
the Rev. George S.J. Browne, D.D., Agency 
Secretary for the Central Agency, who read 
a part of Psalm 119, after which he offered 
prayer. 

President James Wood called attention, in 
a few words, to the serious responsibilities of 
a society entering upon a new century of its 
existence. 

The one hundredth annual report of the 
Board of Managers for the year ending March 
31, 1916, was read by Secretary Haven. 

On motion of William Phillips Hall, it was 

Resolved, That the report which has just 
been read be printed and circulated under the 
direction of the Board of Managers. 

In view of the vacancies in the Board of 
Managers, mentioned in the report just read, 
a committee consisting of John R. Taber, 
Arlando Marine, the Rev. Dr. Alsop, and 
Secretary Haven was appointed by the Presi- 
dent to nominate suitable persons to fill the 
vacancies. 

Treasurer William Foulke presented, with 
the certificate of Messrs. Perine and Nichols, 
certified accountants, a report of receipts and 
expenditures for the year just closed. 

On motion of Edgar McDonald, it was 

Resolved, That the financial report just pre- 
sented be accepted and printed in the Annual 
Report. 
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; On motion of the Rev. Dr. Reese F. Alsop 
it was 

Resolved, That when the Society adjourns 
it do so to meet in the Bible House on the 
second Thursday in May, 1917, at 3.30 o’clock, 
Dem. 

The committee appointed to nominate Man- 
agers to fill the places of those whose terms 
of office had expired reported recommending 
the following persons: William Jay Schieffe- 
lin, William Phillips Hall, Charles D. Lever- 
ich, George S. Mackenzie, Waldron P. Bel- 
knap, C. Edgar Anderson, and William H. 
Spencer. 

Joseph F. Randolph, a Manager in this 
class, was excused from re-election at his 
own request. 

These nominations having been presented 
to the Society, an election by ballot resulted 
in their being unanimously chosen, and the 
President announced their election as Man- 
agers for the four years 1916-1920. 

The committee also recommended that any 
other vacancies in the Board of Managers be 
referred to the Board to be filled. 

On motion of the Rev. A. Wesley Mell, it 
was 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers as 
now constituted be directed to meet at the 
Bible House on the first Thursday in June 
for the purpose of organizing for the coming 
year, and for the transaction of such other 
business as may be presented. 

In view of the fact that the growth of mis- 
sions at home and abroad tends to increase 
the demand for books, and therefore the needs 
of more regular and adequate support from 
the churches of the denominations whose 
missions are aided, on motion of C. Edgar 
Anderson it was 

Resolved, That the Board of Managers be, 
and hereby is, requested to study the ques- 
tion whether some plan for a closer relation 
of the Society to the contributing denomina- 
tions is practicable, and in case it finds such 
a plan practicable to prepare, with the advice 
of counsel, and to recommend to the next 
Annual Meeting any changes of the Consti- 
tution which may be required to give effect 
to the Society’s decision on the subject. 

The minutes of the Society were read and 
approved and after benediction, pronounced 
by the Rev. John Hykes, D.D., of the China 
Agency, the meeting was adjourned.
